We are illus- 
trating this article with photos of the various types that we have 
in our possession as well as some a fellow member sent us. This in 
no way indicates that these are all that are known. We would have 
absolutely no idea what that number would be. 


Our membership is urged to look through their material and come 
up with new patterns. The only way of showing satisfactory proof of 
an organization's using the perfin is via perfins on covers with a 
corner card or return address.
